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Shots Fired SALIENT POINTS OF 
CURRENCY POLICY 


Here are the highlights of the government's 
currency policy, announced by Finance Minister 
Douglas C. Abbott on Saturday night: 


1 There is no official rate of exchange. 


2 The Foreign Exchange Control Board con- 
tinues to control securities transactions between res- 
idents and non-residents and the payment of Cana- 
dian dollars to non-residents, 


3 Residents receiving foreign exchange must 
declare it to an authorized dealer and either sell it 
immediately or deposit it at the going rate of sale 
Within 90 days. 

4 Residents must apply to banks to obtain 
foreign currency, and must buy from authorized

Editor, Bulletin—Please allow 
space in your valuable paper to 
express righteous indignation to 
the attitude adopted by Mr. Ab- 
bott, Minister of Finance in our 
Federal Government, to the re- 
quest made by a delegation of the 
Canadian Comic Book Industry. 

Noting that import controls will 
be relaxed Oct. Ist, the delega- 
tion called for “absolute import 
restriction on comic magazines,” 
in order that, among other rea- 
sons, it would make it easier to 
police the sale’ of obnoxious 
comic magazines banned by Par- 
liament last year. 

Mr. Abbott told the delegation 
he covld not contemplate employ- 
ing the Emergency Exchange 
Control Act, under which import- 
ation of cimic books first was 
prohibited in 1948, to prohibit 
for all time the import of comic 
books. 

In fact, he said; Y quote: “As 
Canada’s dollar and gold reserves 
grow the import controls directed 
mainly against United States’ 
shipments would be relaxed still 
further. As for comic books, there

In other words, Mr. Abbott re- 
fuses te recognize the fact that 
Parliament considered that there 
should be controls, and states 
quite clearly that Exchange con- 
ditions are far more important 
than the minds and souls of our 
children.

OtLerwise thore is great risk in- 
volved. 

Another kind of inflammation 
of the lungs which has caused 
& great deal of concern in recent 
years is called atypical pneu- 
monia, This is almost undoubt- 
edly caused by a virus rather 

han an ordinary germ, and does 
not yield to the sulfa drugs or 
penicillin, It usually starts much 
like influenza, with a cougii, run- 
ning nose and watering of the 
eyes 


New Type ‘ 
Is Severe 


The acute stage lasts around 
one or two weeks, but a character- 
istic aspect of atypical pneumonia 
is that, although most victims re- 
cover, they take weeks or months 


to do so. 

Too often the cough bangs on 
and on, and for months the con- 
valescent complains of getting 
exhausted after very slight activ- 
ity. Certainly, nearly everyone 
who has hed it becomes much dis- 
couraged because of the long time 
it takes before one really feels 
normal again 

There have been several favor- 
able reports about the treatment 
of atypical pneumonia with aureo- 
mycin, one of the relatives of pen- 
icillin. This drug seems to be the 
most promising of those dev- 
eloped so far, 

All forms of pneumonia are 
serious. The resus are better 
with all of them when the diag- 
nosis can be made early. Conse- 
quently, no one should neglect 
any symptoms which are suspi- 
cious of lung disease.

HALIFAX, N.S, — We've been 
looking back along the lipstick 
trail to make up a iist of Can- 
ada's Best Views. 

Our route across country is 
marked by a bold line of lip 
rouge (Stormy Pink), on a large 
map thumb-tacked to the trail- 
er’s ceiling, which was the only 
available space. It's studie4 best 
from a prone position on the 
couch, which automatically makes 
me chief map-reader. 

Well, of course, any such list 
has pretty severe limitations, It's 
a@ purely personal selection, cov- 
ers only the narrow band of the 
country we saw, is frequently 
prejudiced by weather conditions 
and our morale when viewed, and 
does not include the Gaspe Pen- 
insula or Cape Breton Island, 
which most people who've travel- 
led extensively in Canada agree 
is the choice of all scenery. We 
had to skip them this time be- 
cause we ran out of summer, . 

We're all agreed that the most 
spectacular and breath-taking 
vista of our particular travels is 
right here; or, rather, a few miles 
below Halifax around the region, 
of Peggy's Cove where the open 
Atlantic rolls in with all its pow- 
er and glory. 

All of today was spent down 
there, alternating between the 
small, craggy coves, each like an 


idealized water-color, and the 
open rock shore where this 
stormiest of oceans sweeps in, 


curls and crashes in spray. 

This was a windy, bright Sep- 
tember day and the Atlantic was 
an incredible blue, a sight to 
make your spirits soar. 


And Then 
The Lakes 


Next to this Atlantic pano. 
rama I'd put the view from the 
middle of Vancouver’s Lions’ 
Gate Bridge out to the Gulf of 
Georgia. 

Any list of favorite trans- 
Canada views would have to in- 
clude a favorite lake and that, 
again, is largely a matter of per- 
soual experience. 

In our own case, each of the 


hundreds of beautiful lakes on 
either side of the highway 
through Northwestern Ontario 
would qualify. They are not 


only exquisite gems of coloring, 
but when you've come across the 
dry, dusty prairies, almost any 
blue water-hole ‘s a treat. 

Still, I think the most beauti- 
@ul lake of all is Lake Kalamal. 
ka, just outside Vernon, B.C, 
which is named for the Indian 
word meaning “many colors” and 
is weli-nigh unbelievable. Sec- 
ondly, I think, would come the 
Lake of the Woods, which we 
hated to leave behind, 

There was a thrill, too, in 
coming over the crown of a hill 
and getting our first sight of 
Lake Superior just before sun- 
down with Port Arthur and Fort 


William standing like an etching 
in the foreground and the great 
inland sea stretching away to the 
horizon. 

Another case of a view drama- 
tized by the time of day, and, 
too, by meteorological factors, 
was our unforgettable first 
glimpse of Regina. 

In this case there had been a 
violent thunderstorm. The sun 
broke through in the early dusk 
and everything seemed suddenly 
to be in an unearthly focus so 
that you could almost count the 
leaves on a cottonwood a mile 
away. Then we saw Regina in 
the distance, standing as if it 
grew out of the grain fields and 
with the sun turning the tall 
buildings into golden castles. 

On the whole, however, the 
prairies’ kind of scenery sppeal- 
ed to us only for the sense of 
space and sky it gives, and is not 
60 much. a memory of a view, but 
a feeling. 


Man-made 
Wonders, Too 


Our vote for the most attrac- 
tive man-made object is, of 
course, the Houses of Parliament 
with Quebec’s Chateau Fronte- 
nac coming second. The best 
view of the capital is from Hull, 
across the river, and the best 
view of the Chateau is from the 
ferry that plies the St. Lawrence 
to the town of Levis. 

As for lofty vistas, I'd put 


the mountain goat's view Fase | 


the lookout on Mount Revelstoke, 
looking across to the glacier of 
Mount Begbie and sharply down 
into the town of Revelstoke and 
the Columbia River, a scene with 
a very Swiss flavor to it. 

Next would be the magnificent 
green valleys and peaks of the 
Rockies, seen from the top of the 
chair lift of Mount Norquay at 
Banff. 

The farm country we thought 
easiest on the eyes was down 
the St. Lawrence from Quebec, 
very Continental and, I suppose, 
backward, but very beautiful, too, 
in the tidy simplicity of the farm 
Idi almost always with 
gardens about 


buil 
bright 
them. 

The view which gave us the 
deepest emotional feeling toward 
Canada would be, I think, from 
a point a few miles west of High 
River, Alberta, where we park- 
ed the car one early summer's 
day on a country road and look- 
ed west to the green foothills 
and, beyond, the mauve-blue 
bulk of the Rockies and then, 
looking east, saw the fields of 
ripening grain stretching away to 
where the land meets the sky 
and for more than a thousand 
miles beyond. 

There's a lot that’s ugly along 
that lipstick trail, mind you, but, 
even in this short-term retro- 
spect, it's surprising how you 
remembor—and vividly—only the 
things of beauty.

Social Engineering 


Job Necessary 


The justice departments at Ot- 
tawa and Victoria are to be con- 
gratulaied for the’ release, on 
parole, of the lange numbers of 
Doukhobors recently convicted, 
Ordinarily jail terms do no good 
in the cases of these more fanati- 
cal demoustrators 

But the policy of leniency will 
have no good result unless it is 
linked to a permanent policy de- 
signed to do a job of “social en- 
gineering” on the extreme min- 
ority. 

If the fanatical Sons of Free 
dom are now willing to abide by 
the laws of Canada, well and 
good. But if they are not, the law- 
breakers should be segregated 
(not jailed), 

They should be allowed to live 
in their own communal way, and 
with their own families—but 
under supervision of the parole 
officers, 

In other words, segregation 
without imprisonment should be 
the remedy if any considerable 
number of trouble-makers refuse 
to live up to the promises upon 
which they have been released. 


Demonstrators 
Only Minority - 

It should be remembered that 
the overwhelming majority of 
Canadians of Doukhobdor origin 
have already admirably fitted 
themselves into Canadian life. 
They average as high a standard 
of citizenship as any other group 
of Canadians. 

A small minority of extremists 
becomes involved in recurrent 
demonstrations, But these arise, 
in the vast majority of cases from 
the simplicity and gullibility of 
those who take part in them 

The first necessity for the solu- 
tion of what remains of the #0- 


called Doukhobor problem is 
therefore, the employment of 
trained social workers to live and 
work in close contact with the 
various Doukhobor groups. This 
would cost money. But the cost

Doukhobor demonstrators in jail 

As things now stand, the only 
people who know what is going 
on in the Doukhobor groups are 
the police, who come in contact 
with the groups after the out- 
breaks occur, 


Job Two- 
Way Affair 


A small but competent cadre of 
professional social workers 
should be employed by the gove 
ernment to act as “social engi- 
neers” and advisers, Their job 
should be a two-way affair—on 
the one hand, to inform and ad- 
vise the groups; on the other 
hand, to inform and advise the 
governments, 

In my opinion, the above sim- 
ple step would fairly soon end 
what remains of the so-called 
“Doukhobor problem,” If, in the 
meantime, violent demonstra- 
tions recur—if there are more 
burnings and = strippings—then 
the groups involved should be 
moved “en masse” to some part 
of British Columbia, where they 
are no menace to others than 
themselves. 

But families should never be 
separated and the groups as a 
whole should be allowed to work 
normally and freely, 

Under that plen, the parole of- 
ficers would have the power to 
send back to ordinary jail any 
die-hard trouble-makers, in the 
event of deliberate refusal to co- 
operate,

Then, of course, if the pickling products are stale in 
the first place . . . they’re bound to shrivel!

“Pickles turn bright green if the wrong kind of 
vinegar is used ... or if copper utensils are used. 
They blacken when there is an excess of iron in the 
water, show white blotches if not well-cured in brine 
and have a bleached appearance if the vinegar is too 
strong. 

“Softening occurs jf the vinegar is too weak 
... or if the solution is boiled too long ... or the 
brine too weak ...or cooked too long...or if
